E A R L Y five thousand of our boys 
in khaki and blue

without throwing out of employment 
the men who took their places and have 
worked faithfully fo r us ever since. 
This is not going to be so ( asy for us as 
for some others, because the Govern­ 
ment designated ours as an essential in­ 
dustry during the war, arid we actually 
increased the efficiency of’ our organi­ 
zation a fte r our hoys ieJl us to join the 
ranks. 


We can, however, give steady work both 
to our present help and to the returning 
soldiers and sailors, if we can 
bring 
af\o ut an immediate increase in tracto r 
pro ductio n. In order to do this we m ust 
move fo rw a rd to the fa rm some thous­ 
ands of tracto rs that are ordered for 
delivery at various dates up to May 1st, 
and we shall also have to ship a large 
number of tractors that farm ers in­ 
tended to order later this season, but 
could just as well take now.

sheets to card s, not by writing, hu t 
by pu nching holes at proper points. 
Then the pu nched card s will be hand ­ 
ed in their millions to another bat­ 
tery of machines, the tabu lators, an 
amazing prod u ct of hu man ingenu ity . 
E. M. Boitau x , who d ev ised them, has 
been with the censu s for IS y ears, 
and is now su perintend ing the con­ 
stru ction of 25 machines the opera­ 
tion of which he will d irect. 
Four Hundred C ar d s. 
These tabu lators, 
working with 
smooth and silent perfection, take in 
4 00 card s a minu te, cou nt them, re­ 
ject all that are imperfect or im­ 
properly pu nched in any fashion, and 
take off the totals of pu nch marks, 
assembling the final resu lt in print­ 
ed figu res on hand y sheets. 
One of 
them the other d ay in eight hou rs 
hand led 15 0,000 card s, compiling in­ 
formation that wou ld represent the 
popu lation statistics of a v ery sizable 
American city . 
Their ex perimental 
u se was commenced after the 1 9 1 0 
censu s, bu t Mr. Boit eau x has since 
d ev oted most of his time to their im­ 
prov ement, and to tbe ex tension o! 
their abilities. 
The machines resemble in ou tward 
aspect a piece of office fu rnitu re. 
Card s go into a metalic magazine at 
their top, trav el a few inches on met­ 
al gu id es, come ou t neatly stacked 
with the mistakes ot the pu nching 
machines— which 
hav e 
merely hu ­ 
man 
operators pointed ou t. 
The 
printed record s of the 18 or 20 totals 
that the pu nch marks ind icate come 
ou t from another slot, and the in­ 
stru ment stand s read y to repeat. 
With these machines, there is a 
practical assu rance that the pu blica­ 
tions of the censu s, u su ally coming 
ou t a long time after the enu m era­ 
tion. may be more qu ickly at hand to 
gu id e the estimates of gov ernmental 
and ind u strial lead ers, ami general­ 
ly gu id e and d emonstrate 'he prog- 
| ress of national civ ilization.
